furnished substantive information incorporated into economic con- 
tributions to NIE 64 and 65,'' The remainder of the paragraph 
should be deleted, It was further agreed that, in view of the 
judgment of the JIC that neither this paper nor the economic 
appendices to the aforementioned estimates meet the military 
need in sufficient detail, the EIC would prepare new terms of 
reference to meet these requirements and undertake an EIC 


paper.
